The Hungarian people appeared 
to have recovered from the first 
shock of the smashing onslaught 
by Russian tanks of Nov. 4, and 
to be coming back strongly.

The council’s warning was voic­ 
ed as the result of the arrest of 
many members of factory worker 
councils. Several more members 
were arrested Thursday.

Washington Officials

WASHINGTON lf — The Eisen- 
hower administration is beginning 
a major policy review1 from which 
there may emerge recommenda­ 
tions for a new program of dollar 
aid to Western Europe. 
Top officials are deeply wor­ 
ried both by the split with Brit­ 
ain and France 
following 
the 
Egyptian crisis and by the im­ 
pact on their economies of the 
closing of the Suez Canal and the 
loss of Middle Eastern oil. 
Some 
authorities 
believe 
this 
country may be confronted with 
a need to develop a new program 
in the pattern 
of the 
Marshall 
Plan to restore 
the 
unity 
and 
strengthen thf economic base of 
the North Atlantic Alliance. None 
contemplates now any such spend­ 
ing for European aid as the $4 bil­ 
lion a year which 
the 
Marshall 
Plan cost. 
Vice President Nixon may have 
had the possibility of some new 
program in mind when, in a New 
York speech Thursday night, he 
referred to Great Britain’s finan­ 
cial troubles and declared;

“I BELIEVE it is in our inter­ 
est as well as theirs to assist them 
in this hour of difficulty, and I am 
confident that there will be strong 
bipartisan support in the Congress 
for granting such assistance.” 
In Washington, however, 
most 
observers believe a recommenda­ 
tion for such aid would be certain 
to encounter strong opposition in 
Congress, which has been increas­ 
ingly reluctant to vote purely eco­ 
nomic aid to Europe. 
The current policy review’, how­ 
ever, covers a wider field than 
possible new economic aid. It em­ 
braces the possibilities of bearing 
a greater share of the cost of free 
world defenses and of liberalized 
trade with such countries as Brit­ 
ain and France. 
It incladex also the concept of 
a more sympathetic U. S. atti­ 
tude toward Allied actions not in 
line with American desires, as 
in the case of the French BHtish 
attack on Egypt. 
Secretary of State Dulles may 
give Allied foreign ministers some 
indication of the trend of U. S. pol­ 
icy thinking in Paris next week. 
He leaves Saturday for the regu­ 
lar session of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Council.

Scripture—Romans 8.

I FEAR that this lesson is go* 
lng to be a somewhat difficult 
one to interpret to young chil-1 
dren. The older ones will gain 
much in studying Paul s words I 
to the Romans and applying his 
teachings to their own personal 
lives. 
Dr. Wilbur Smith, editor of the 
Sunday School Notes suggests 
that the teacher might tell of an 
experience of his, when he was 
taken by a friend to visit a man 
of wealth who lived In a house 
that had not been painted or re­ 
paired for years; whose garden 
had not been tended, fruit trees 
were uncared for, fine furniture 
was unused, beautiful books had 
been put sw ay and never read, 
and the man himself, past 80 
years of age, was living frugally 
though his wealth totalled )2 
million! 
He had been liberal in giving 
to the Christian cause, but how I 
much more good would he have 
done if he had made his home a J 
comfortable place for himself to * 


Jesus. The example set by Christ 
when He was on earth will help 
us. 
Just 
think, 
“W hat would 
Jesus do?” when we are about 
to utter a falsehood, say some­ 
thing cruel about another, pick a 
quarrel, or do any one of the un­ 
kind things that we all do occa­ 
sionally, and we will not give 
way to these temptations. 
Paul wrote to the Romans that, 
‘T here is no condemnation to 
them which are in Christ Jesus, 
who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit. For the law of 
the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus 
hath made me free from the law 
of sin and death.*’ 
True sons of God are led by 
the Holy Spirit. You will remem­ 
ber that this Spirit led Christ 
into the wilderness; this same 
Spirit led Andrew to bring his 
brother Simon to Jesus. If we 
are led by this same Holy Spirit, 
we too may become true sons of 
the Father, God. and tem ptations 
will not be allowed to make us 
fall into sm. 
“Likewise the Spirit also help- 
eth our infirmities: for we know

live in. and a hospitable meeting

Even so. we may, and often are 
tempted to do wrong—not to 
commit crimes possibly, but to 
be aelflsh, inconsiderate of others, 
quarrelsome, etc. 
How do we overcome these 
urges? God always helps us if 
we pray to Him or to Hia Son, 
Sas»4 on copyrighted outlines produced 
Notional Council of Church#* of Christ 


not what we should pray for as 
we ought; but the Spirit itself 
m aketh intercessions for us with 
groanings which cannot be ut- 
tered.’’ This Spirit is one of the 
T rinity—God the Father, Christ

work together for good to them 
that love God, to them who are 
the called according to His pur­ 
pose.” 
When tragedy strikes a fam ­ 
ily. this may be difficult to be­ 
lieve, but faith in the goodness of 
God and His help in time of trou­ 
ble, can still trium ph over dis­ 
aster. Paul writes. “If God be for 
us. who can be against u s?” 
"Who shall separate us from 
the love of C hrist? shall tribu­ 
lation, or distress, or persecu­ 
tion. or famine, or nakedness, or 
peril or sword ?” 
God sacrificed His Son to die 
for our sins. He will not forsake 
us as we go through life if we 
trust in Him and obey His com­ 
mandments. Living thus we too 
can be “More than conquerors” 
throughout our lives.

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WASHINGTON UR - F i f t e e n 
y e a n ago today the United States 
went to war against fascism. It 
is a war which has never really 
ended although today the enemy is 
• 
called communism. 
There is a theoretical economic 
difference 
between 
communism 
and fascism, but no basic differ­ 
ence. This is part of the definition 
of fascism, given by the American 
College Dictionary, which could 
apply equally to communism: 
"A governmental system with 
strong centralized power permit­ 
ting no opposition or criticism, 
controlling all affairs of the na­ 
tion . . . emphasizing a strong i 
nationalism . . .” 
Both systems had their roots in | 
absolutism. For the German Nazis 
and the Russian Communists this 
meant they were so right they 
owned the government and it be­ 
came everything and the individ­ 
ual nothing. 
Out of this contempt for individ­ 
uals the next view followed natur-1 
ally: an arrogant certainty they 
. were so right that everyone every- 
* where would have to acknowledge j 
and accept their rightness, mean­ 
ing their right to rule. 
This meant expansion and con­ 
trol of the world. The Fascists 
tried, but tried too fast. The Rus­ 
sians are trying more slowly. 
It is ironic that the leaders of 
both systems, which claimed to be 
opposites while actually being so 
similar, sought to justify their 
ambitions by explanations which 
A 
looked like opposites but wound up 
being twins. 
The Fascists were, and the Com­ 
munists are, mystics. It was pure 
mysticism for Hitler to claim for 
his Germans an innate superiority 
of blood. The Communists are no 
less m y s t i c a l while believing 
themselves utterly realistic. They i 
base the claimed rightness of com­ 
munism on what they call Marx*' 
1st science. One claim is as much 
I 
nonsense as the other. 
The 
Fascist-Communist 
belief 
in the unfitness of the majorit) 
of people to know what’s good for 
them meant majorities should be 
led by a minority, an elite group, 
a governing class. 
The 
Fascists 
were, 
and 
the 
Communists are, an elite group. 
The Nazi party members were 
only a 
small proportion of all 
Germans; the Russian Commu­ 
nists number perhaps no more 
than six million among 200 mil­ 
lion Russians. 
The list of similarities could be 
Communists used and the Com- 1 
munists 
still 
use, secret police 
and torture. With the state all 
and the individual nothing, a crit­ 
ical individual is scum to be de­ 
stroyed. as the Russians demon­ 
strated recently rn Hungary. 
In 
short, 
while 
fascism 
and 
communism 
both 
claim 
to 
be 
f 
modem, both are primitive. 
'Hie war against the German- 
Italian-Japanese brand of fascism 
was not wasted. It was one of 
those historical necessities which 
require force to handle an enemy 
when he abandons reason 
It was a problem which had to 
be dealt with at the time, but 
there were probably few people 
who looked up victory in that war 
either as final victory over war 
} itself or 
a 
permanent solution 
against resort to force. 
It has been the hope since World 
War II frat communism could be 
handled by persuasion and pres­ 
sure short of shooting to stand 
still, back up or disintegrate. It 
is a hope which may be ill paced. 
The 
Germans 
tried 
whatever 
aggressions they could get away 
with—short of world 
war—until 
they felt they were able to wage I 
I that war. 
The Russians have tried aggres-! 
aion short of all-out war too, and 
it is believed they are not ready 
yet for that. When they are, they 
may try it.
